Workers Stopped From 
Driving Trucks Home 


The Coffee County Commis- 
sion held a special meeting 
in New Brockton on Thursday, 
Jan. 20, and informed Engineer 
Bernard Richburg that all 
“cross county’’ trips in county 
vehicles will be stopped. 

In a memorandum from 
Richburg to all Engineering 
Dept. Personnel, all Highway 
Dept. Personnel, and all Land- 
fill Personnel, the County En- 
gineer stated: 

“This is to advise you 
that County employees will no 
longer be permitted to use 
county vehicles for transport- 
ation to and from home. 

In addition, vehicles will 
not be used for cross county 
types of trips for lunch-only 
local use will be permitted. 

To compensate for this 


change in policy, the commis- 
sion will increase the salary 
of each employee $15.00 bi- 
weekly. 

The only exception to the 
above is that the following in- 
dividuals will be permitted tg 
drive vehicles home: County 
Engineer, N. L. Harvison, 
Vertice J. Hickman, James 
Simmons, Preston Leverett, 
Algon Allen and Ted Forehand. 
In case of emergency these 
employees will be contacted 
and will be required to invest- 
igate the situation and do what 
is required to protect the 
public. 

All vehicles will be parked 
at the county shop unless spe- 
cified otherwise.”’. 

The new set of guidelines 
for vehicle use will go into 
effect on Feb. 2.

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Reappraisal Topic Of Commission Meeting 


The new Coffee County 
Commission held its initial 
meeting on Monday January 24, 
with the main topic of conver- 
sation centering around the con- 
troversial property reappraisal 
program, 

The first order of business 
was to open bids on a new 
car for the Sheriff's Depart- 
ment. Bids were received from: 
Hughes Wincoln-Mercury - - 
$5451 ($4951.68 with trade-in); 
Ed Sherling Ford - $4790.16 
($4340.16 with trade-in); City 
Auto Sales - $5356 ($4956 with 
trade-in): and Averett Chrys- 
ler-Plymouth - $5484 ($5084 
with trade-in). 

The commission decided 
not to trade in the car to be 
replaced and voted unanimously 
to accept the low bid from Ed 
Sherling Ford. 

Only one bid was received 
concerning fire extinguishers 
for the Sheriff's Dept., and 
the commission voted to ac- 
cept that bid of $82.20 from 
the Harry Harless Company. 

Mr. Herman Hilliard, of 
the Risk Management Service, 
spoke to the board about work- 
men’s compensation insurance. 
Hilliard reported that his com- 
pany was presently insuring 
31 counties in Alabama, and 
that his company could save 
the County nearly $1500 an- 
nually. 

The commission (in later 
action) voted unanimously to 
enter into an agreement with 
Risk | Management 
when their current policy with 
Liberty National ends, 

Comm. Don Smith imformed 
members of the press, and 
visitors, that ‘‘the few County 
employees who kept their county 
vehicles need the vehicles in 
case of emergency. They are 
on call 24 hours a day.”’ 

Next to address the com- 
mission was a delegation head- 
ed by: Bernard Carmichael, 
contractor; Tom Finch, vice- 
president of Hunnicutt and As- 
sociates, and Pat Collins, local 
operator of the program. 

Mr. Carmichael reported 
his company was ‘‘close to 
being through with the reap- 
praisal program,’’ and then 
introduced Mr. Finch. 

Finch informed the board 
that ‘‘we (Hunnicutt & Assoc.) 
have been making final changes 
in the program at the Atlanta

office, and are preparing tore- 
turn the final material.’’ Finch 
added there was nothing his 
people could do until the Tax 
Assessor (Mr. Fred Donaldson) 
finished his program. 


Continuing, Finch said, 


“Hunnicutt & Associates has 
already lost over $300,000 on 
the contract, but would continue 
to do the job despite the finan- 


cial loss.’ 

Mr. Donaldson reported, 
“My office has a lot of work 
to do, and it will take a long 
time.”’

Mr. T. R. McCahan, a 
resident of New Brockton, told 
Mr. Finch of his specific 
problem concerning the reap- 
praisal program, 

Mr. Finch replied he was 
not familiar with the problem, 
but instructed Mr. MeCahan 
that Mr. Pat Collins, of his 
office, would meet with him 
in an attempt to settle the dis- 
pute, 

Finch told the board that 
over 2000 people had complaints 
about the reappraisal, and over 
50% of the complaints resulted 
in changes. 

Finch added the next step 
for un-satisfied citizens was to 
meet with the Equalization 
Board. 

Before leaving, Finch re- 
quested the commission waive 
the penalty clause in the con- 
tract. The commission told Mr. 
Finch that if he treated them 
right they would return the 
favor. However, the com- 
mission refused to waive the 
possibility of penalization. 

County Engineer Bernard 
Richburg was next to address 
the board, and he discussed the 
need of moving garbage contain- 
ers, and requested the county 
provide a pick-up for Mr. 
Spinks (a carpenter employed 
by the county). 

Mrs. Quinn, representing 
the Headstart Program in New 
Brockton, told the commission 
the entire school yard is flooded 
when it rains, and the children 
cannot use the playground 
equipment. 

The commission agreed to 
tell the engineer to check-out 
the problem. 

A delegation of about a 
dozen citizens, headed by Mr. 
J. R. Bass, came to the board 
requesting roadwork on a road 
between Dorsey’s farm and 
Turner's Crossroads. Mr. 
Bass reported the road was 
in bad shape and needed work. 

The commission didn’t give 
the delegation an answer, but 
promised to give the road con- 
sideration before priorities 
are set. 

In the day’s final action, 
Mr. Kenneth Ball, County 
Health Otficer, requested ad- 
ditiona! space for the Enter- 
prise office. Ball informed the 
commission of three possible 
sites which could house Health 
offices, but no action was taken.

| Commissioners 
_ Expense Bill 
Wins Support 


A bill will be introduced in 
the next session of the Alabama 
Legislature which will provide 
an additional expense allowance 
to the Coffee County Commis- 
sioners. In addition, the bill 
provides that Coffee County 
Commissioners will no longer 
be entitled to transportation at 
county expense (pickup truck). 
Senator Wallace Miller and Re- 
presentative Jimmy Holley an- 
nounced jointly today, that 
after discussion with Coffee 
County’s commissioners, a bill 
which compensates the com- 
missioners for their giving up 
the use of their pickup trucks 
will be introduced. Presently, 
commissioners are provided a 
pickup truck, fuel, tires, andall 
maintenance. Compensation to 
replace the use of the pickup 
trucks will be an increase in 
their expense account in the 
amount of $250 per month during 
1°77 and an additional $25 per 
month beginning January 1°78, 
and $25 more per month starting 
January 1°7%. Both legislators 
stated that they had put con- 
siderable thought into the sub- 
stitution of an expense allow- 
ance for transportation and feel 
that this bill is fair and equit- 
able and in the best interest of 
Coffee County. 


Council Meeting Routine And 
Completed Before Ten P.M. 


The Elba City Council de- 
layed a regular meeting due to 
the bad weather last week but 
held the meeting on Tuesday 
night of this week, with all 
members present and voting 

The Council heard reports 
from the Mental Health peo- 
ple; details of a bill to hirea 
property appraiser; and more 
problems with dumping sew- 
age; and the many tests and 
reports necessary, among other 
items. 

The meeting opened with 
Jim Laney, Director of the 
South Central Mental Health 
Board telling city officials 
about the program and what 
he wanted to do for the peo- 
ple of Coffee County. Mayor 
Robert Folsom asked if the 
Elba and Enterprise offices 
were going to be closed and all 
activities moved to New Brock- 
ton orto Enterprise.

establish a property appraiser 
in Coffee County. The bill 
setting up the office also re- 
quires that the cost be paid 
before the division between the 
various agencies that get prop- 
erty tax revenue. Holley said 
this action would make the ag- 
encies money rather than cost- 
ing them money. 

Councilman Cleo Hawkins 
asked if the new system would 
require a building permit from 
the county. Holley said, ‘‘The 
county could set up another 
board. but this one is only to 
appraise. Mayor Folsom 
asked if this was a full-time 
or part-time job. And Holley 
replied that he didn’t know what 
would be necessary. 

After the Council voted to 
Support the bill, Hollvy asked, 
‘‘Do you have any questions?’’ 
Folsom said, ‘‘Yes, could you 
get us a cotton basket of mil- 
lion dollar bills?’’ (The only 
answer was a laugh.) 

Hawkins again askeda ques- 
tion. Thi time he asked if 
the State would be paying part 
of this appraiser’s salary. When 
Holley couldn’t answer, he 
promised to check on the mat- 
ter immediately. 


Henry Padgett of Padgett 
and Dinning Engineering Firm 
met with the Council and dis- 
cussed the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency pemit to empty 
the water from the sewage 
lagoon into Pea River. It is 
up for renewal this year, and 
additional monthly tests are 
required by the agency. Pre- 


sently two tests a month are 
being made, and beginning in 
June of this year, this is in- 
creased to five. Padgett has 
requested that due to short- 
age of mony, the requirements 
be cut, rather than raised. He 
has received no answer from 
EPA. Padgett also gave the 
councilmen a brief update on 
the airport expansion plans and 
discussed the levee mainten- 
ance. He promised to mail 
specifications soon to get bids 
on repairing the North end of 
the North-South runway at the 
airport Padgett said he felt 
Elba could get suime state help 
on this project. 


City Clerk Jack Prescott 
read two letters from the 
Environmental Protection Ag- 
ency and one from the He«ith 
Department concerning the 
trash dump. This letter of 
approval was reported in THE 
ELBA CLIPPER last week. 


The Couneil approved the 
early call of some 1°65 school 
bond warrants with reserve 
money. This money ($32,000) 
can only be used for these 
bonds and the ones retired will 
be «the last maturing bonds, 


The Council discussed fav- 
orably the purchase of a CB 
radio for the police depart- 
ment and a radio for a fire 
truck Further study to deter 
mine the cost of a guod CB 
and the possibility of getting 
surplus state radios for the 
fire truck was advised. Also 
a’ scanner for the police de- 


partment to allow better mon- 
itoring of the highway patrol 
was approved. 


The Council voted to pay the 
expenses of Mayor Folsom for 
him to go to Montgomery and 
meet with state agencies for 
surplus equipment and other 
city problems, The council 
will also pay Folsom’s expen- 
ses to a public hearing in Dothan 
next Monday to discuss long 
range highway planning. 


Again the question of ‘‘Will 
the City install utilities in sub- 
divisions?’’ cropped up: The 
Council tabled the matter, but 
unofficially agreed that if the 
area of immediate concern - 
(Woodland Estate) has been ac- 
cepted by a previous Council, 
the sewage lines must be 
installed by the city crews; 
otherwise no. They also in- 
dicated that on further cases, 
the streets will not be 
accepted until all utilities are 
installed, streets paved and 
curbed. 

Couneilman John W. Sharp- 
less brought up-the new side- 
walk from Big Bear to 
Rebecca Lane being built with 
federal funds. He noted ‘that 
there was a sidewalk on the 
other side already. Since work 
was underway and the Rebecca 
Lane area is a school cross- 


ing, paper work had been ap-_ 


proved by state and federal 
Offices, the councilmen de- 
cided not to consider changing 
this work.

Day care regu- 
lations include such require- 
ments as adequate space and 
facilities, a safe and comfort- 
able environment, nutritious 
food, and a healthy and coim- 
petent staff sufficient in num 
bers to provide protection for 
children 


Day care is an important 
resource in providing care for 
children during the day while 
their parents or responsible 
relatives are at work or in 


training According to Mrs 
McMinn, day care is also a 
Significant means of enhanc- 


ing a child's emotional, social 
and intellectual growth as well 
as providing for his or her 
basic needs 

Besides licensing and ap- 
proving day care facilities, the 
Coffee County Department 
sometimes pays day care costs 
of children of low income fam- 
ilies, including recipients of 
Aid to Dependent Children 
(ADC) who are participating 
in WIN, the Federal Work In- 
centive Program. Payment may 
be made, for instance, to allow 
a mother to take employment 
or training. For children re- 
zeiving ADC or Supplemental 
Security Income (SSI), payment 
also may be made when care 
is needed to enhance the child’s 
development 

With her child in a licensed 
or approved day care facility, 
a mother who works or has 
other reasons for needing day 
care can know that her child is 
well cared for.

States. 

Boatswain's Mate Third 
Class King, the 22-year old 
son of Mrs. Ruth E. King of 
Kinston, Ala. participated in 
the inauguration ceremonies of 
President Jimmy Carter, as 
a member of the elite U.S. 
Navy Ceremonial Guard. 

The Ceremonial Guard is 
an official unit of the U. S. 
Navy with the primary mission 
of representing that service 
in Presidential, Joint Armed 
Forces, Navy and public cere- 
monies in the Nation's Capital. 
All guardsmen hold a White 
House security clearance be- 
cause of their duties around the 
President and other Heads of 
State. 

‘Participating in the in- 
auguration of President Carter 
was a once in a lifetime ex- 
perience’ said the 1972 grad- 
vate of Kinston High School 
of his role as a ceremonial 
usher during the inauguration 
ceremonies. 

Members of the usher detail 
were posted at the entrances 
to the Capitol Plaza, the Cap- 
itol Building and the seating 
areas around the inaugural plat- 
form. 

Established in 1931, the 
Navy’s Washington - based 
Guard unit furnishes guardsmen 
for our nation’s most distin- 
guished ceremonies. In addition 
to Presidential Inaugurations, 
guardsmen participate in State 
Funerals, as flag bearers at 
State Dinners and as members 
of a crack drill team during

events of national importance. 
They also participate in ap- 
proximately 700 military fun- 
erals a year at Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery. 

“It takes patience and en- 
durance to be a Ceremonial 
Guardsman,’’ explained the six- 
foot one-inch Navyman. ‘‘The 
Guard participates in various 
ceremonies in all kinds of wea- 
ther. It takes time to. learn 
all the techniques of drilling 
as a unit, and it takes a certain 
amount of stamina to perform 
the duties of a guardsman ia 
some of the weather we have 
to perform in,’’ stated the Kin- 
ston native. 

Each member of the Cere- 
monial Guard is responsible 
for maintaining his uniform 
flawlessly end constantly pre- 
senting an ‘‘above-average’’ 
personal appearance. 

Three barbers are assigned 
to the unit to ensure that each 
man coinplies with the rigid 
grocining standards set by the 
Guard. Washers, dryers ard 
pressers for the upkeep of un- 
iforms play as much a part 
of their daily routine as do the 
rifles the men occasionally use 
in drills and ceremonies. 

When Navyman King isn’t 
practicing with the Ceremonial 
Guard or maintaining his uni- 
forms, he enjoys spending time 
with his family in their Wash- 
ington, D. C. home. 

‘‘We also enjoy taking trips 
into the mountains of Virginia. 
when we have the time,’’ ex- 
plained the guardsman. 

King is married to tne 
former Waltrine L. Amerson, 
daughter of Mrs. Luna B. Am- 
erson of 130 Avenue 1, S. E., 
Winter Haven, Fla.

APACHES WRITE 
DICTIONARY 


During my student days at 
the Clear Creek Baptist School 
Pineville, Kentucky, two of my 
classmates were Edgar and 
Corrine Perry from White 
River, Arizona. Now this is not 
particularly noteworthy, except 
that Edgar and Corrine are 
Apache Indians, and they left 
their reservation to enroll at 
Clear Creek 

They were good students and 
they worked long and hard for 
the good grades they made 
Some of our expressions here 
in the mountains were difficult 
for them to understand, and the 
way some of us pronouce words 
made it hard for them to follow 
a conversation 

The Perrys are good singers, 
and were in demand in area 
churches for special events and 
regular services. Edgar is a 
skilled artist. One of his paint- 
ings hangs in Kelly Hall here 
on our campus. Sometimes my 
wife and I kept the Perry's 
children when they were gone, 
and Edgar once drew a picture 
of our son, David, as an ex- 
pression of thanks. Edgar's Ap- 
ache background was so prom- 
inent it came through in the 
picture making David look like 
a young Apache! 

Edgar and Corrine recently 
wrote a dNctionary of their na- 
tive Apache tongue and have 
begun teaching it to their tribe, 
the White Mountain Tribe, Pho- 
enix, Arizona. Up until the 
Perrys’ work, the Apaches had 
a traaition of oral communica- 
ticn so this will be the tribe's 
first writing system. 

After graduation from Clear 
Creek in 1963, the Perrys re- 
turned to their tribe and im- 
mediately began working on a 
writing system which included 
the translation of the New Test- 
ament. 

The Perrys were assisted 
with the project by translators 
from the Smithsonian Institute 
in Washington, D.C. The writ- 
ing system has 32 consonants 
and five vowels as compared 
to the English system which 
has 1° consonants and seven 
vowels. 

The dictionary, however, 
cannot be used by all mem- 
bers of the Apache nation due 
to the different dialect of 


the nearby San Carlos tribe 
Some words, particularly those 
involving religious terms have 
no direct translation into Eng- 
lish. Perry said, ‘‘If our young 
people learn to write down the 
stories their elders teachthem, 
they'll never be forgotten.”

On Alcoholism

Articles for the last two 
weeks have been devoted to a 
discussion of Alcoholics An- 
honymous, what it is and how 
it works. We have said that 
AA is generally recognized as 
the most successful program 
for helping the alcoholic that 
we have today. It is free; it 
is Open to anyone who has a 
desire to quit drinking. 


Highlights of a recent sur- 
vey show that AA works for 
all types of people. One out of 
four members at a typical AA 
meeting is a woman, and pract- 
ically all occupations are re- 
presented, 


Of the men who belong to 
AA, 30% are in the executive 
professional category, 20% are 
craftsmen, 20% are in sales, 
and another 20% are in service 
occupations, 

Of the women members, 
40% are home makers. But 
surprisingly (surprising be- 
cause we usually think of the 
alcoholic woman as. a drinking 
housewife), 20% are in the ex- 
ecutive professional category, 


20% are in sales and 10% 
are in service occupations. 

A cross section of AA mem- 
bers shows that just as alcoho- 
lism is no respecter of oc- 
cupation, neither is it any re- 
specter of age. The ages of 
AA members range from below 
twenty to the seventies and 
eighties. The largestage group, 
55% is 3l- 50. Thirty-seven 
percent are 5] and over. Eight 
percent are under 30. 


What does AA offer which 
brings this large group of 
people of all occupations and 
all ages together in one or- 
ganization? Primarily, of 
course, AA offers sobriety. A 
profile of AA members shows 
that 25% of all AA members 
have been sober five or more 
years. Thirty-five percent have 
been sober one to five years 
with the remaining 40% sober 
one year or less. 

Alcoholics Anonymous does 
work. It offers sobriety to 
people of all walks of life, of 
all ages.
